»&- Tbe iniquitous efforts of tbe substitute 
brokers in New Tork are exposed by the Jour- 
nal of Commerce. Three yonng boys in a 
neighboring city were induced to accept em- 
ployment in “civil engineering.’’ One of 
them had an uncle, who hesitated to send the 
boy on to New York, bnl at length consented 
to do so, beeanse tbe boy’s father wonid be li 
tbe city, and eonld see him, and approve or 
disapprove tbe proposed employment. The 
boys came on. This one never saw bis father. 
They were dragged on the cars, and woke to 
eonsclonsnesi at Ward’s Island, or some other 
recroiting rendrirons. The family friends of 
the boys were astonished at not bearing from 
them, and after a week or more received let- 
ters describing their terrible sitnation. The 
most active measares were at once Inititnted, 
bat before they eonld be applied these three 
yonng boys, not sixteen, either of them, were 
fn tbe rifle-pits before Petersbnrg. Thera 
they were found, and discharged. The most 
atrocious crimes have been committed by 
•conndrels who are engaged in the bnsiness 
of proenring soldiers. General Dik' spares 
n* severity in punishment when sneb cases 
come witbia his knowledge. War has its 
attendant horrors in a long train Invisible to 
the eye of tbe ordinary observer, besides the 
horror of tbe battle-field and tbe bospitaL 

Cbcp Puc/tpscTs. — A letter from Pembroke, 
Christian county, Ky., says tbe rains in that 
vicinity have been very partial, amounting to 
nothing mere than slight showers. Previons- 
ly everything in the shape of vegetation was 
literelly parching np and tbe change now is 
hardly perceptible. Very short crops of corn 
and tobacco are anticipated, not over a third 
of tbe former and one-fifth or sixth of tbe lat- 
ter. Tbe wheat yielded better than it prom- 
ised early in the season, perhaps about a good 
half crop. 

A gentlf man from Owensboro, who daring 
the past month has been throngh Wisconeiu 
and Northern and Central Illinois, says he 
never sow better prospects for crops of corn, 
wheat, and oats, althongh in some parts of 
Wisconsin tbe cbinch-bug has been quite de- 
ftinctive.

General Jtff. 0. Davis has been ap- 
poinied to the command of the 14th army 
corps, in place of General John M. Palmer, 
resigned. Lisntenant- Colonel Ekin and Cap- 
tains J. J. Dana, A. J. Perry, and B. 0. Card 
have been promoted to Colonels under the re- 
cent act of Oongrecs providing for the reor- 
ganination of the Qaartermaster’s Department, 
and assigned to duty at tbe head of divisions 

1, 2, 3, and 4, in the Qaartermaster-Geueral’s 
office. Other appointments and promotions 
under that act have been made, and the fall 
list will be promulgated shortly.

GcaBiiLO. Scours.— On the 12th inst., wo 
stated that a detachment of Federal troeps 
was in pnrsnit of tbe gang of gnerillas that 
peseed throngh Graybampton, Meade conn- 
ty, on the previons day. la that article we 
said that Capt. Gore was in command. We 
have since learned that the detachment was 
from tbe 48th Kentncky volanteers, with 
Lieut, Gregory, of that regiment, in charge. 
The Lientenant followed tbe gnerillas some 
six miles beyond Graybampton, when, losing 
all trace of their movements, he retnrned to 
Elisabethtown. He thinks that tbe gang di- 
vided into small sqaadi and scattered in va- 
rious directions. The scout was abaadoned 
becanse in pnrsuing tbe guerillas beyond 
Graybampton the Lieutenant had exceeded 
bis orders. He bad instrnctious to retnm to 
camp as locn as practicable, as bis reg- 
iment waa nnder marching orders. To send 
a detachment of troops out after a gang of 
robbers with instrnctions to pnrsne them just 
so far and no further, and with orders to re- 
tnm at a stated time, seems to ni, to say the 
least of it, not the most certain plan of break- 
ing np the gnerilla policy in oar State, al- 
Ibongb it has been so mneh practised, and so 
frcqntntly marked by failure, that we wondtr 
a change has not suggested itself to tbe 
antborities. Better experience has taught 
us that the rales and restrictions thrown 
aronnd operations In common warfare are 
wholly ont of place and should be abaadoned 
in the purtnitof gnerilla bands. In Kentncky, 
where the territory is overrun by outlaw 
gongs, and where there is no danger in pene- 
tratiug the State too far, or getting beyond 
tbe aid of military camps, it isanselees show 
of prudence to restrict the time and distance to 
be made by a scout. If au enemy’s territory 
woe in onr front, guarded by a hestile army, 
then it would be wise to pnrtue tbe camions 
policy; and it would exhibit rashness to al- 
low a small detachment to penetrate too far 
from its base. The only ecceessful way to 
operate against gnerilla bands is to send ont 
scents and instruct them to keep np tbe par- 
suit as long as there is a shadow of hope for 
success. If no restrictions had been placed 
on Lieut. Gregory’s movements, it is more 
than probable that he might have succeeded 
in capturing large numbers of the scattered, 
frightened ontlaws. As it is, he retnrnrd 
bootlees from a long and harassing expedi- 
tion. 

Pncrcsio Asfassiration cp MAJOB-Gasua- 
AL Bobbbidgb.— T he CincinnatiJCommereial 
states that cn Saturday last a man calling 
himself George A. Mason, arriredfrom Lex- 
ington, Kentncky. In the evening he made 
himself notice^le at a room on Sixth street 
by heaping all tbe abase his toegne was capa- 
ble of upon onr Government, the Administra- 
tion, and tbe soldiers in the field. At the 
same place be made the acquaintance of a cer- 
tain party whom be supposed to be, like him- 
self, an Englishman. Seeming to place confi- 
dence i> this new acqnaintance, be took him 
into a private apartment, where, after indalginj 
in a little more abuse, he unfolded to him a 
plan cf rather startling character, via: tbe as- 
saMication of Mej. Gen. Bnibridge, who has 
of late rendered himself so .edions to the se- 
cessionists of Kentncky. General Bnrbridge 
appeared to have a large share in the fellow’s 
stock of bate, jndging from epithets which ht 
received in the course of tbe man’s whispered 
converse with bis confidant After explaln- 
irg bis plan— which was to kill tbe General 
with an air gun — Mason offered bis companion 
$6C0 In gold if be would nndertake the job of 
sesassination. Tbe party to whom this infa- 
moni proposition was tbns made desired time 
to reflect thereon, and agreed to meet Mason 
at tbe corner of Sixth and Vine streets, on 
Sunday morning, at nine o’clock. They then 
patted. Mason leaving the place while tbe 
other went and divulged the affair to Lient 
McGrew and Sergeant Bobinson, who, with 
commendable promptitude, accompanied him 
to the point of meeting, at tbe designated 
hour, and arrested Mason. Upon the exam- 
ination of tbe prisoner’s person, papers and 
notes were found, showing him to be an En- 
glishman by birth; that he bad been two 
years in the rebel army; that he was impris- 
oned In the Old Capitol Prison, and that, 
since his release, he has travelled all over the 
Weet and Sontb and the Canadas, passing 
frequently through onr lines. About his per- 
son there were found also a heavy revolver, t 
slnng-ebot, and some money, inclnding a con- 
siderable sum in gold. Mason will be held to 
await advices from the proper authorities. 

A Casi ow PoisoHiK*. — On Friday night 
last, says tbe Nashville Press, the wife of 
Thomas J. Pentecost died from tbe effsets of 
poison. Tbe circumstances of tbe case are as 
follows: Some low days since, having been 
attacked with a hemorrhage of the lungs, 
Mrs. Pentecost bad been advised by her at- 
tending physician to drink several times 
dnrirg the day brandy mixed with salt. The 
medicine was prepared and the Dottle left on 
the mantle piece. On Friday evening, Mr. Pen- 
tecost took bis wi.'e ont riding, and retnraed 
from a pleesant drive in the enbnrbs to bis 
home abont dsrk. As nsnal just before eating 
supper she poured out a wineglass fall of the 
braedy and drank it, when she immediately 
complained of the bitter taste it had. Mr. 
Pentecost then took a small draught, and was 
satiefled that it contained ingredients other 
than which the bottle originally contained. 
Immediately afterwards, Mrs. Psnticost was 
taken very sick, and, in the course of half aa 
hour, expired. A number of physicians were 
called in previous to her death, who were im- 
mediately satisfied that her death waa occo- 
sioced by etrycbniiie put Into the battle. Cir- 
cumstances have since traespired which lead 
to the belief that the poison was pat into the 
bottle while Mr. and Mrs. Pentecost were ont 
riding, ky a negro woman who was hired as 
cook.

PoDTHBBrt Srrrn'.BS. — The Canadians, s-ja 
the North American and DjUjJ 3'ates Gr- 
lette, have extended their coTi;»erco with the 
rebels and entered into a more haiarVins cc- 
partnership, which, while it attests their spir- 
it,;witnes*e» yet more markedly the gre-at ex- 
bansiion which the South is laboring under. 
The royal mail steamers plying on the lakes 
and St. Lawrence have witbia tke last fort- 
night been carrying to Quebec considerable 
droves of horses, pnrekased on rsbil aecoon t 
in Western Canada. At Qjobee, the Oiiia- 
dian anthority for this statemeat reports that 
they will be shipped for a Mexican port. 
From this port, whichever it may be, the 
cargo will be passed over Mexican territory 
into Texas, from Texas to the Gulf Swtej 
east of the Mississippi, and thence into the 
artillery, cavalry, and commissariat depart- 
ments of the rebel government. 

Tbe first fael apparent from this movement 
ia tbs exbanslion of horses in tke South, which 
was excellently snpplied. The next is the ex- 
treme difficulty of relieving that exhanation. 
We are prepared to oonesde the former with 
ont qneetion, and only wonder that its results 
have not been more manifest in the operations 
of its armies and the want of transportation. 
But, if korics have decreased in this way, how 
mnch greater mast have been the diminution 
of other animals mors necessary for support 
then horses. Cattle were not more plentiful 
than horses before lbs war. They bare been 
diminished with a constautly accelerating 
speed. There were primarily needed for food 
for the armv ; bnt had ertry beef barrel been 
fkll and every batcher’s shambles adorned with 
self-multiplying ribs and loins, the need of 
hides for boots and shoes wonid have caused 
them to msit away like dew nnder a bright iky. 
Pork has been and is qnite as mnch needed 
Bs beef, and the enppiy of swine was never 
large. Tbe West always provided Soatkern 
cities and plantations with a better article at 
a leas cost than it could supply Itself. Sheep 
were just beginning to bs raised to a notable 
extent when the war broke out. There were 
Bome large flocks in Georgia and Texas; bnt 
even at the oommencement of hostilities 
thousands were pnrehased in Mexico for the 
latter State, and the former had begun to im- 
port from New England and New York to 
improve its breed. If the horses, which were 
never killed, have diminished so mnch that 
they have to bs procured from Canada, what 
meet tke case bo with other auimals, even 
more necessary, which have been in proceas 
of ilangbter for four years? It is certainly 
refe to believe, with this tsstimony, that ani- 
mal food is not soperabnadant there. 

The voyage which will have to bs taken 
by the animals pnrehased la Canada is snch 
that we fear only a minimnm of the origiaal 
purchase willsarrivs to reach Atlanta. Down 
tie St. Lawrence, down tbe Atlantie, throngh 
the West Indies and around Capa Florida, 
across tbe bay, and then by land across some 
part of Mexico, across Texas and the Uis’is- 
itppi, they proceed to their Intended destina- 
tion. Some will dis at sea from storms and 
some from change of food; soma from change 
of climate, and some, if port is safely reached, 
from the fatignes of travel. Nor are theee 
the only oanics of less. Every vessel inenrs 
the risk of being eaptnred before arrival, and 
so lessening the per cent of receip’s. 

Tbe distance to be aceomplisbed by this en- 
terprise, contrasted with the former, direct 
distance, is an item of moment. From West- 
ern Canada to Atlanta li abont five hnndred 
miles as tbe crow flies; but by the route 
which kai to be employed nnder the clrcnm- 
itascei which create the bnsiness, this dis- 
tance is magnified to as many thousands — 
partly by sea, partly on foot, partly by river 
steamers, and the residue by railway. This 
increase of distance enhances the aost, so that 
when, if ever, Canadian beef is served ont 
among tbe rations of rebel camps It will eon- 
stitnte almost as expensive a diet as Apicins 
erjoyed or Heliogabalos snperintended. The 
eaters will be fed at a king’s cost, thangh 
their diet be no richer than what Sunth Afri- 
can boors would reject with disdain. 

These facts interweave well with what we 
can infer from the desperate Invasions made 
into Kentucky and Pennsylvauia for food. 
They show that the food quostiou has at last 
reached tke point so long expected, and that 
banger Is beginning to be felt. It may yet 
become an important adjunct to onr arms. 
Were the crops of the South abundant and 
scceseible, they would be need before ventnr- 
ing too boldly within onr lines for food 
chiefly. Were the plains and hillsides there 
as popnions with cattle as they have been 
leprcEeated, a distance eqnal to one-sixth of 
tbe globe’s circamferenca would not be at- 
tempted, at great rick and cost, to provide 
meat. So that we may expect some assistance 
frem an ally, who, when he wars, mildly 
weakens, and, when his fall force is expend- 
ed, kills. 

Though sailisg from one neutral port to an- 
other, and prtbhbly under a neutral flag, it is 
qneetion whether onr cruisers may not find 
something contraband of war in these rebel 
supply ships that will subject them to ca> 
tnre. When their cargoes are landed and 
driven eastward, the vigilance of onr gunboa'j 
on tbe Mississippi, and of parties always ready 
for such enterprises, may prevent them fro-a 
rrachieg the place of consumption. Tae ex- 
port isannonneed. We will wait to loam Its 
subse qnent history.

I hope 
they will not Be ebandoued.

Fibb — In our issue of yesterday morning 
we stated that a fire had occurred in the 
suburbs of New Albany, but were without 
particnlftrs. The Ledger of last evening fur- 
nishes tbe following: 

The alarm cf fire abont eleven o’clock yes- 
terday was occasioned by the buruing ot 
tbe steam saw- mill of William Jones, at the 
lower ship-yard.

b!e maieiial of -the kulding. Tire dcsteucliou 
a hith eneued was complete.

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SPIBCH OP HOM. JOHII B. HASRIIf. 

Hon. John B. Hnskin, of Westchester conn- 
ty, was then presented by the President. As 
toen as tbe cheering with which be was greet- 
ed bad snbeided, he said: 

Mr. President, friends of George B. McClel- 
lan, tbe Oonstitntion, and the D nion : I have 
come here to-night from the adjoining rural 
connty of Westchester [a voice — “You am 
welcome here”] to join in the loud aco’aim 
rising from this 'multitude of unturued faces 
in favor of General George B. MdOlellan for 
tbe next President of the United States. 
[Great cheering ] It affords me great uleas 
ure to be on this stand, becaiija I sea before 
me the President, who was the first to get ns 
that great regiment of brave soldiers, the 5h 
Zouaves of New York, General Daryea. [,4.e- 
plause.] All that regiment were organized 
witbia the connty of Westchester, and they 
have done greet lerrice, probably the greatest 
of any in behalf of the Union and the O ju- 
stitution. [Cheers ] Fellow-citizens, on the 
ISib day of September, 1862, Abraham Linco'n 
tbe President of the United States —[terrifij 
groans, rnd ebouht of “Hang him I' ] I lay 
Abraham Lincoln, tbe minority President of 
tbe United States, telegraphed to George 6. 
McOlellan at Antietam, “God bless yon and 
those who are with yon.” That wss npja 
Ibe saving of the repablie by Gen. McClellan. 
I «»y if Lincoln, to-morrow, sboaki telegraph, 
it wonid not be with a blessing, bnt probably 
with a damning to him. and to those who are 
his friendi. [Applanie ] 

I am here to night confined to a few minntej 
ia tbe address which I shall make to yon. The 
state of the thermometer and tbe namber of 
rpeekeri who are to follow me admonish me 
that it is proper that I ebonld be brief. 

The present Administration cams Into power 
npon pledges contained in the Gbioego plat- 
form that they would not interfere with slave- 
ry In States were it existed. They bad no 
pewer to interfere with it. [“That’s so.”] In 
addition to that tbe last Oongrese of the Uni- 
ted States, tbe Thirty-sixth Congress, cf which 
I WM a member, paired a reeolntion in Feb 
mary, by a nnanimoni vote, that the Fed- 
eral Government had no power or control 
whatever over slavery In the States, commit- 
tirg every member of the Repablican party 
to that proposition. At the same Oongress a 
rrsomtion was proposed by Oharles Francis 
Adame, which was nnanimonsly adopted, 
in favor of an amendment of the Oonstitn- 
tion of the United States, preventing in the 
fntnre, forever in tbe futnre, any inteifar- 
ence with the local institutions of the 
States, slavery among the namber. [Cheers ] 
Subseqnently to that this man Lincoln, who has 
keen false to all hie prejndices [groans for 
Lincoln], this miserable creatnre of the fanati- 
cism of lire North, modified the proclamation 
of John 0. Fremoatin September, 1863, show- 
ing that at tbit time he was disposed, if bon- 
rsiy was in him, to live np to tbe pledges nn- 
der which be had been elected. Alter that, 
on tbe first of January, 1862, the emancipa- 
tion proclamation was promulged by him in 
cppoi-ition to bis pledges and in oppositisn to 
the Conetitution nnder which wa live. 
More tecently he bos promulgated an- 
other proclamation, “To all whom it 
may concern,” addressed to Jim Bag 
Sandera, to tbe effect that be, aa Presi- 
dent of the United States, will receive no 
offers if prace unless tbe abolition of slavery 
or Ibe abandonmeat of slaviry follows those 
prr-poeilions. [Biraesfor Hr. Lincoln]. Now, 
fellow-citizens, I lay that in all these things 
tbe President of tbe United States has nsnrp^ 
powers to which he has no tight, and in 
those ninrpatioDS he has done what brongbt 
Charles tbe First to tbe block and brought 
Lnoia ihe Sixteenth to Ihegailiotine. [Uneers, 
and “That’s eo”l. 

I was admonished to-day, by an article 
pnblished in the Herald, by my friend, Jas. 
Gordon Bennett, that at tbe meeting to-night 
I ebonld speak In favor of Grant, or not 
against him. Permit me to say that it affords 
me pleMnre here to hear testimony to tbe 
great soldierly abilities of General Grant He 
has behaved well as a great soldier of the 
pnblic. I was admonished to say that Gen. 
Grant bad taken one bsndred tbonsend pris- 
oners. I say that he bos done so, and I wish 
to God that be bad taken the entire army of 
Lee, bagged them, and put down the rebsilion 
forever. If be had done so, I do not know 
bnt he might have been the next President of 
tbe United States. 

But tbe man whom we have met to honor 
to-night is George B. McOlellan [lond cheert] 
— be whose policy, if it bud not been Inter- 
fered with by this nigger Adminnsta iun, 
would before this have produced peace and re- 
stored the old Union. [More cheers for Mc- 
Olellan.] 

I would not detract from tbe laurels of Gen. 
Grant one iota. As little'wonld 1 think, if I 
bad been a citizen of Oil France node: the 
great Napoleon, of detracting from the merits 
of General Ney as I would detract from Gen. 
Grant; bat General Graut has, after going to 
WasbirgtcD, put himself under tbe direction 
of Linci In, acting os directory in carrying 
out bis prijudices against the plans of Gen. 
McOlellan, and he baa andertaken a campaign 
which has resulted, not in tbe capture of one 
hundred tbonsand prisoners, bit, nnfortn- 
nately.in aims of one handredtheasandlivei 
without obtaining a victory. [“Thar’S so” 
and cheers ] 

Now, fellcw-citizens, the ides of Novembvt 
are eppreaebing, and when I look around me 
and see tbe enthnsiasm exhibited for George. 
B. McOlellan, I see the handwriting en the 
wall that he will be tbe next President of the 
United States. [Lond cheers.] The American 
people are alwa< s strong in toeir appreciation 
ot the tine public men of the country. Tney 
apipreciate'd General Jackson, and althongh ha 
waa pereecu ted they made him President. They 
for a time pereeeuted Van Boren and made 
him President. As little could they prevent 
they election of McOlellan as that of Zick 
Taj lor. 

Fellow-cilizens, the necessity for tbe snp- 
presiion cf this rebellion and a change o' this 
Admiuistratiun is eo great that it becumes the 
dutjr of every citizen to take part ia the 
coming election. [“That’s so.”] 'This is a 
qnesticn with ns of bread. Tne present Ad- 
niinietraticn are geing on spending four mil- 
Lons a day, and they tell yon that tbs nation- 
al debt ia between eighteen and nineteen 
bnedted millions; but I tell you itis over four 
tbeusand millions to-day. Tne pour soldiers 
have not been paid for the last four or six 
monibs. Tbe loeeea in tbe army of the Poto- 
mac have been eo great that it would be tbe 
part of wiedom, if they had the courage, to 
withdraw the army from before Petersburg, 
and go into the dfciencts of Washington agaiu. 
But they bare no: the moral or tbe |>oUticai 
courage to do whet is right. [Applause and 
“ibai’d EO.”] The iceviublo negro has 
taken possession of their hearts, and 
they aro devoting ihemeelves exclusively to 
them, while Lundreds of Ibonsauds of our 
per pie ere bearing wounds, scars, death, and 
etifletings unnun-bered for the pnrpose ofas-

Fonr days ago a force was rnrowu across 
tbe James river at Duich Gap, a narrow ijth- 
mne that prevento Farrore’s island from being 
an actnal island. Major B. 0. Lndlow, of Gen. 
Bntler's staff, was in command. 

Tbe object was to cat tbe canal across the 
isthmus, which is only one huoiired and fiity 
yards wide at that point, while around Far- 
rore’i pe'niniula by way ol the river il is five 
mlLs. 

Dutch Gap is oppo.rite where onr iron clads 
lay, and about bait a mile below whers tbe 
right ot Butler's line cuts tbe river. At tbe 
extremity of tbe peninnula, above our irou 
slads, are rebel obetructioos in ths channel, 
end close by Holmes’s battery, which has ofleu 
engaged the iron clads. 

Major Lndlow Immedlatelv set to work 
coL'STDCtiug two iiaes of earthworks acro^i 
the Isthmus, one on ei'her side to protect the 
ditch, and also prolact tbe battery. His opera 
lions were nomolrsted anttl 5 o’clock tats 
morning, when th« rebels opened on Howieti’s 
battery, a mile and a half westward on his 
left, with tbe Tirginia and Richmond iron 
clads half a mile np tbe river norcbward, and 
a battery on tbe mainland eastward on his 
right. 

They eonld only bother ns with artillery 
since on the front and rear Is Ike river, anc 
inktotry cannot at-proach on tbe narrow front 
on either side. Their batterirt and iron-dads 
fired wiihont ceasing nntil nearly noon, bnt 
wirbont an alarming effect. A few of onr 
men were struck, bnt onr soldiers grinned at 
ibe wild shooting. The working parties on 
tbe canal did not tor an instant lay aside tbe 
pick, shovel, or wheelbarrow. 

Half of the force consisted of negroes, who 
were particularly cool and steady. A Ineky 
shot from a 100-ponnder parroil in tbe Orow's 
Ncet battery entered an embroEnreof tbe rebel 
fort at Howlett’s bouse and dismennted a gnn. 
After which that work Blackened fire. Our 
own iron clads saarcely fired any daring tbe 
day, 

it is certain that the rebels cannot displace 
the lodgment at Dntcb Gap. Should they try 
it sgain, we eball be ready wild more gnus 
than we bad to-day. 

Richmond papers of to-day annonnee that 
we are entting a ditch at Dutch Gap, and hope 
we will complete it, eince it will be of great 
value when the war is over, and be some com 
peceation for the deslrnctiou we have inflicted 
upon tbe State. 

It ia definitely ascertained that large reia- 
forcciren's of infantry, cavalry, and t-wenty 
gens, have gene to tbe Shenaudoah Valley to 
enpport Early. It is undouotedlv true that 
the rebels are extensively engaged in mining 
onr earthworks in front ot Petersburg. Asa 
prt caution, our heavy siege guns have 
beoD removed from certain portions of 
ih« line. Nearly all ot Lee’s army 
proper, it is now positively asserted, 
tavo gone to tbe Shenandoah Valley 
toynpport Early, who is seriously threatened 
by Sheridao. 

Tbe only rebel troops now remaining at 
Petersburg are Beauregam’s forces and one 
division of Longstteet’s corps. 

Oennter moverueota on onr part are being 
made on Richmond. Tbe Enquirer hrs a 
lengthy editorial on the fall of Fort Gaiuea, 
wb.ch it says has gone the way of all isolated 
positioDS exposed to tbe concentrated aseaultt 
of tke Yankee navy, and tbe fl inking opera- 
tions of troops debarked npon comatauding 
points. 

It regards the capture *f Mobile aa one of 
tbe rearonable probabilities, and asks what 
then? Will the Confederate cause be weak- 
ened at all? We have a largo military force 
defer ding it against a fleet. Should the Yan- 
kees take tbe ci'y they mast laud troops to 
hold it. Wo shaU_ be enabled to transfer oar 
men to some point, whers they will not 
have to meet iron-cl^s. 

Tbe invasive strength of t’ae eaemy will ba 
impaired and onrs streagibene<I. 

There was a terrible explosion of a shell in 
Bradly’s machine shop a--rosi the river from 
Richmond, ou tbe 3d, by which fire negrots 
and three white boys were killed, and a large 
amonnt of properly destroyed.

Tbi Bipdblio Of Josia. — The Natchez 
Courier gives an account of a carious “repub- 
lic,” which was erganized in Jones connty, 
Hiesiisippi, a year or so ago. It appears that 
numbers of rebel deserters having congregated 
in the swamps ef that connty, de*.«rmiaed U 
form a goverrment tor tbemselve#. A rebel 
Colonel Mowry, with a considerable force, was 
sent to disband them, and it was supposed had 
succeeded, bnl It now appears that the mal- 
contents offered a desperate resistance, dls- 
periiig the aisailants, killing and wounding 
and capturing a considerable portion of them. 
Tbe commander-in-chief of the Jones torces 
made a report annonneing his victory to tbe 
Secretary of War for the Republic of Jones. 
After the fight an armistice was entered into, 
and ministers were appointed to confer with 
the "so-called Confederate States.” 

Propcsitioni fer peac and an exchange of 
prisoners were offered by the Jones authori- 
'so-called Confeder- 
ate antboritifs.” The Jones Oongress has met, 
and entertained the qnestiom of forming an 
allianee with the United States, bnt the gov- 
ernment of the latter wae not considered 
•onsd on tbe lecessioa question, and cense- 
qnently the proposition waa defeated. At 
lEist Efoconats the “Bepnblic” was still in tbe 
enjoyment of health aad strength, and deter- 
mined to rtsist to death the encroaobmenU of 
(be Confederacy. This is the story in tab- 
stance, as given by the Natches Courier, and 
whether true or not forms an amnstng as well 
as instructive picture of wbat would bo the 
condition of some portions of tbe country 
sbon'd tbe "right of secession” be carried ont 
to its tallest exteat. In addition to tbe “Be- 
pnblic of Jones,” we ebonld then havo the 
kingdom of Smith, tbe limited monarchy cf 
Brown, and the absolnte government ol Rob- 
inson. 
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Gdbious Stobt fcv a PhotlOuapb — W hen 
tbe w ar broke out a joung man belonging ia 
this city enlisted and carried to the field with 
bini a photograph of bie betrothed. He was 
taken prisoner, and confioed for a long period 
the Libby Prison at Bicbmond. Wnile 
there one ot tbe rebel officers oe duty, happen- 
ing to have Eeen the photograph, appropriated 
and refuEed to return il to the owaer. The 
fficer Ectraed infatnated with the likeness of 
Ihe Northern braniy; and, in order to hive 
opportunity to talk about her, made himself 
he iretrument of many kindussses to tbe 
csetire. At last tbe ycuag soldier was ex- 
bsnged, and in due time joined bis regiment. 
Daring a rec?nt battle he was at the front, 
sreing a rebel otticer very prominently 
eugpged in directing bia command, tbe Mas- 
sacbueetls roldter levelled bis piece and shot 
be rebel commander. Otr men advanced at 
tbe sac:e moment, and on passing the spot 
where tbe deed rebel lay the soldier recog- 
zed him as tke ufficer who had appiopriated 
is lady-love's photogtap’o. The uSicer’s 
pnekr te were sear-’het and the miieing p:c 
ure fonrd, The above is no romance, bnt a 
viritable ircideHt amoug the many enrinnr 
outi which cioifd the history of the war.

i>i^ A person of suspicions appearances, 
iBjethe Evaniville Journal of Monday, was 
brongbt np the river in custody of W. W. 
Finnte, Provost Marshal of Union county, 
Ky. He was arrested on board tbe Charmer. 
A navy revolver with belt and holster was 
feundon his person. The hardihood and im- 
pcdecce of armed rebels and their emloaaries 
in ventnriig on board tbe packets and pass- 
ing from point to point on tbe Ohio river, is 
beyond belief. The guerilla Sorey, now a 
Colonel of Adam Johnson’s commaad, spent 
several weeks ia Mount Yernon, and only 
crossed tbe river a few days before the mnr- 
der of Rankin, in Henderson. 

|0*A Mr. Harvey was arreeted la Critten- 
den connty, Ky., a few daya ago, on a charge 
of grand larceny. On investigation it ap- 
peared that tbe charge was concocted by the 
rebel citizens ef that section for tbe purpose 
of seenring tbe enstody of Harvey, who had 
Incurred their hatred becanse of hi; having 
served in the Federal army. On bis way to 
Marion in charge of one Peyton and ethers he 
tortnnatsly encountered some Federal soldiers 
who rescued him from his citizen enemies. It 
was donbtless the intention to place him where 
he might fall into the bands of the gnerillas. 

Bisbwbackib Sbot. — a bushwhacker, 
named James T, Mathews, was shot at De- 
Soto, Mo., on Friday, while attempting to 
make his escape from tbe guard. He was cap- 
tured some time eince near Desoto, and tbe 
evidence egaicet him was positive. Colonel 
Baker, commandant of the poet of Sh Lonis, 
ordered Captain Montgomery, in command at 
DeSoto, to send the prisoner np to St. Lonis. 
Tbe guard started with him, when he at- 
tempted to make bis escape, aud was shot. 
Tbe fact that be attempted to escape was snf- 
ficient proof of his gnilt. 

Attacx os tbs Stiaubb Aliob. — O n Sun- 
day £B the steamer Alice was doscending 
Green river near Buiksville, she was fired 
into by a party of eix gnerillas concealed be- 
hind trees on sbore. The fire was promptly 
retnrned by a Eqnad of soldiers on board, and 
kept up until the boat ran out of range. Sev- 
eral balls B'.rnck the boat, tour of them bitting

ExCIIRMIKT at KvaKSVILLB— JOBBSDU’ g 
Movmz.vTS— Wild Spbcdlatiobs.— E vans- 
ville was greatly excited on Monday. The 
proximity of tbe rebel Colonel Johnson, with 
a large farce to that place, created tbe wildest 
alarm. Bnsiness was snepended in the city, 
tbe Legion called ont, and the streets wore a 
martial appearance. Ratogees from the Ken- 
tniky border were contionally arriving in the 
city bringing wild and often improbable 
rnmora abont Johnson’s movements. In re- 
gard to the state of affairs the Journal has the 
following: 

Abont nine o’clock last night tbe anxiety 
that had existed in tbe city cnlminated in a 
genuine alarm, by tbe arrival of a courier 
from Mount Vernon, annouocing that the 
gnerillas bad appeared betore Shawneetown 
on Saturday evening, attempting to cross on 
tbe bar. 

Tbe Shawneetown Artillery resisted them 
Euccefefrilly and drove them back. They 
then paspcd down to Saline Mines, four miles 
below, where it is said they eaptnred the 
Charmer and two other boats, sopposed to be 
the Carrie and Gem. With the Charmer, it 
is raid, they cressed 100 men to the Illinois 
ehore. 

Immediately after the arrival of this couri- 
er, the alaim guns were fired, and at oace the 
legion sprung to arms, our streets swarming 
with men and bristling with bayonets. As 
we have always predicted, when tbe danger, 
that has been so imminent tor several weeks, 
was made manifest, onr citizens responded 
with commendable promptitnde, and within 
two hours at least 1 500 men werenudor arms, 
rntker pleased than otherwise that they were 
premised an opportunity to have a bout with 
ibe cowardly foe. 

In addirioJ to tbe legion in the city, caval- 
ry and infantry came in an incredible ebor^ 
time into the city frent the rural districts, and 
quite a little army waa organized. 

We have been informed for some days that 
the pregramms of the rebels was to cross the 
river at Shawneetown and capture the cAunon 
tfere and then march to Marion, III., where 
they have been promised 2,000 men from the 
Soisof Lite rry, then march to Chicago and 
Indianapolis, aud liberate and arm the rebel 
prisoners at those plrmcs, and then commence 
an fodiseriminate destruction and devastation 
ibrough tbe States of Indiana aud Illinois. 
We have not sufficient oredolity to swallow 
I hie etorv entire, as we think the contract 
would bo tor too large for Adam Johnson or 
any other gnerilla chief to carry out. 

The arrangements for the protection of the 
city are ample, but of course details are con- 
frabend; yet we have no doubt that the rebels 
will he tolly advised of everything before 
motnieg by their spree, with which the oity 
swarms.

GiifTLiUHii: I regret that I caoDot accept 
your polite invitation to attend and to ad- 
drcM a maw meetlof of my fellow-citlxena of 
the city of New York, to be held in Uaion 
Sqaare, on Wedneeday eveninflTt Antruat 10, 
1864, at 7 o’clock, In favor of the Homiaation 
BDd election of Major-General Georj^e B. Mc- 
Clellan to the position of Preaident of the 
United States. I most heartily concur in the 
object of the meeting;. In the election of a 
conservative candidate, we ehoald keep In 
view that we require not only a statesmab, a 
warricr, and a patriot, but one who, besidaa 
qualities, lives in the heartf 
55 countrymen, both citizens and eol- 
cieiB. Who butGcoiyeB. McOlellan comblaea 
these preat reqaieileet Hia stateemanehip is 
proved by his letter to the President, after his 
seven days fight near Richmond, where he 
uipfes him to adopt a policy which embraces 
tee whole countrv, not a section, recornizinff 
the rights of tbe States as one ef the peculiar 
attribntei of onr government, or those powers 
not given to the Federal Government by tho 
pet ple, and opposed to an anti-Christian spir- 
it of revenge, plunder, confiscation, and ex- 
leirntnation in the war, which mast end dis- 
asironely to tbe national cause. As a war- 
rior, after two years of vile slander, detraction, 
end tidicnle, that able General, and, I be- 
lieve, true patriot, Lientenant-General Grant, 
adopts Major-General McClellan’s base line of 
orerations on James river as bis own to carry 
on tho siege against Bicbmond.

Maligned and inenlted, when called 
upon in their terror by his perseen'ors to save 
the army and country when Pope had been eo 
disastrously defeated, he exhibited hia patriot- 
iim by forgetting bis own persoaal grievances, 
and tnsbing to the reacne, and crowning his 
ratrioliem by the noble victories of South 
Heuntain and Antietam. As to his popuUr- 
iiy, no other American has eo mnch tha 
confidence of his ccnntrymeB, both citi- 
lens and soldiers. No other man can 
defeat Lincoln. No other can restore 
tho confidence of the masses North and 
South; no othsr cau restore and briug reace 
to tbe country upon the basis of the Uaion 
and tbe Conetiintion. We in Kentucky will 
bail his nomination with joy, and give h<m 
eighty tbonsand majority in November.

Tbe name of Johnny criginated in a qnarrel 
between a couple of pickets, wbicb began by 
theFfderal telling the rebel that they (tbs 
r< bels) depended on England to get out of this 
Ecrepe, which tbe rebel denied emphatically, 
eaj ing they were able to scrape themralves 
ont. One word brought on another, antil tha 
Federal said bie opponeat was no better than a 
Jcbnny Bull anjbow; tbe rebel swore that he 
wonid Eboot Tank if be called him a Johnny 
Ball again. The quarrel was stopped by 
nnoiber picket, and they soon cooled down, 
but the rebel kept mattering, “I’d as soon be 
called a nigger as Johnny Ball.” 

PoviRTT A Rilativb Tbbm. — B nlwer says 
that poverty is only an idea in nine easel ont 
of ten. Some men with ten thoiuand dollars 
a year snffer more for want of means than 
ethers with three hundred. Tbe reason is, tb# 
richer man has artifleial wants. His incooie 
is ten tbonsand, and, by habit, he spends 
twelve or fifteen thousand, and suffers enongh 
from being dunned for unpaid debts to kill a 
Eeniiiive man. A man who earns a dollar a 
day, and does not ran in debt, is tbe happiest 
of the two. Very few people who have never 
been rich will believe this, but it ia as true as 
God’s word.

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|jg~ Oar readers are aware that Governor 
Curtin has called the Legislature of Pennsyl- 
vania to meet in special session, to take meas- 
ures for the defence of the State. In his 
message to that body, upon its convocation iMt 
week, clstiming that Pansylvania has steadily 
devoted her men to the great service, he says : 

‘ From the beginning she has always been 
among the first to respond to the calls of the 
United States, as is shown by her history, from 
the three months’ men, and the reserve corps, 
to the present moment. Thus faithfully ful- 
filling all her own obligations, she had a right 
to be defended by the national force as part 
of a common country. Any other view 
would be absurd and unjust.” We all know 
that, for three years in succession, Penasy 1- 
vania has been subjected to invasion, and thi 
year the raid was repeated twice during one 
month. Governor Curtin is a staunch sup- 
porter of the Lincoln Administration, but he 
is impelled to the admission that the responsi- 
bility for this neglect or incapacity "will bs 
settled by the people." This is very 
true, “but while the grass grows— 
the proverb is somewhat musty.” There has 
been a very great want of proper manage- 
ment, and Kentucky can sympathize with the 
Keystone State in the sufferings which have 
resulted from delay in preparing adeqnats 
protection. The New York papers sneer at 
the Pennsylvanians in the same manner that 
some of the Philadelphia papers have been in 
the habit of sneering at Kentucky, but wo have 
ever held with Governor Onrtin that onr State 
BS part of the common country ought to be 
defended by our national forces. Kentucky, 
Pennsylvania, and West Virginia are the bul- 
warks to the north, and while their volunteers 
are fighting before Kicbmond, Atlanta, Mo- 
bile, end other distant points, their own soil 
is raided and plundered by an ever-vigilant 
foe. The Philadelphia Bulletin, just received, 
notices our account of the recent pillage of the 
little town of Boston, and, commenting on 
onr query, "Can no protection be afford- 
ed to the people of Kentucky,” says: 

Distance may probably prevent ns from judg- 
ing correctly, but it is onr belief that there 
must be something very "rotten in Denmark” 
when thirteen rebels can enter a town, and, 
roaming from building to building, possess 
themselves of such property as they may deem 
necessary to supply their present wants, and 
then "move off in the direction of Bardstown,” 
uninterrupted by the able-bodied victims of 
the raid. The Journal, however, always 
anxious to criticise the actions of the Govern- 
ment authorities, overlooks the apathy or 
cowardice of its Boston friends, and insinuates 
by its queries that Kentucky is not afforded 
the protection it shonld have from the Union 
forces. 

The Bulletin, safe in its Philadelphia loca- 
tion, with tiers of counties and the Susque- 
hanna river between it and danger, has strut- 
ted like a peacock, and cast similar imputa- 
tions upon the unfortunate Inhabitants of 
Chambersburg, which have been denounced 
by Colonel A. K. McClure as "wholly false,” 
while he stigmatized the authors as not caring 
"to be truthful or just.” One of the false 
statements of the Bulletin, was that, when vol- 
unteer aid was asked for the night before the 
rebel occupation of Chambersburg, "less than 
one hundred of the thousands of able-bodied 
men” responded. Th# thirteen rebels who en- 
tered our little hamlet of Boston constltnted 
a larger proportionate force than that which 
entered Chambersburg under McOansland, 
and yet Col. McClure does not ascribe either 
“apathy or cowardice” to his fellow-sufferers. 
The Bulletin also said that the entire road 
from Chambersburg to Harrisburg showed 
"evidences of fright, if not of cowardice, 
which were disgraceful to the people and hu- 
miliating to the loyal stranger who witnessed 
the exciting scene.” This, too. Col. McClure 
brands as false, with eloquent indignation, 
showing that the citizens had been ordered 
away with their horses, cattle, and all that 
would bo valuable to the rebel army if they 
should fall into its possession. Under these 
circumstances, though "distance may probably 
prevent as from judging correctly,” it is our 
belief that there must be something "very 
rotten in Denmark,” when Gov. Curtin in his 
message, not merely insinuates that Pennsyl- 
' vania "is not afforded the protection it shonld 
have from the Union forces,” but demands 
<w a right, and says "any other view would 

be absurd and unjust.” 

A CoNTSUPTiBLB Tbick. — W e notice in 
an Eastern paper a short extract from the 
Atlanta Appeal, which is a fair exhibition o^ 



orly inviolate, these rebel Georgians and Ala- 
bamians are robbing and murdering^ the un- 
vtmed citizens of Keutucay, pillaging their 
oroperty, and depredating in the worst possi- 
■la shape. It- is trne that these robbers are 
ot all from Georgia and Alabama, bat the 
contrast is snflieiently broad to be fairly dls- 
.iegniehed. While the home of Rsusseau is 
plundered, Eonsseau is protecting the 
nroperty of those who justify such vandalism 
,n the Southern press. 

There are many persons, who , from a want 
of a proper understanding, have condemned, 
and who now condemn, the acts of our Federal 
Generals in stationing guards at the houses of 
those in arms against us. The object of this pro- 
ceeding is not \a protect the property o/rebeli so 
much as to prevent lawless, undisciplined, and 
straggling soldiers from perpetrating acts ot 
barbarity and destruction, which are disgrace- 
ful to civilized nations, and w hich, so far from 
benefiting the Union cause, tend only to its 
disgrace and defeat. A handful of maraud- 
ing soldiers take it into their heads to pillage, 
and, when once the "bitter-sweet” of plun- 
der is tasted, friend and foe suffer alike. 
It is the smell ef blood to the 
panther, and arouses all the black elements of 
human weakness and wickedness. History 
says that the Crusaders, who fought under the 
holy inspiratien of religion, fell victims to 
this epidemic of plunder, smd onr soldiers 
have all the “frailties of the flesh” as welL 

There is another very cogent argument 
that applies in this relation, and which the 
prejudiced would do well to remember. The 
able generals and statesmen who framed our 
"Rules and Articles of War” recognized this 
principle by providing the death penalty for 
any soldier convicted of straggling, maraud- 
ing, and plundering. In fact, such conduct 
sets discipline at defiance, ruins the organiza 
tion of the army, and deprives officers of their 
control. The simple question may then be 
asked, “Who is to fight battles when the sol- 
diers are permitted to straggle, maraud, and 
plunder?” Can any of onr radical friends 
give a satisfactory answer?

terizes the Southern press. Adverting to the 
recent successfril and brilliant raid of General 
Rousseau, the Appeal has the impudence to 
state, that, althongh General Ronssean spared 
private property and protected the inhabitants 
of the country from pillage, it was only done 
for the purpose of misleading the people “by 
Inlling them into a feeling of false seenrity, 
with a view of retaining their substance for 
the benefit of future raiders.” 

It has been stated by prominent officers 
that the moral effect of the incidents of Rous- 
seau’s raid was very great; that the scales 
were pulled from the eyes of many people, 
who, br specious arguments, had been made 
to believe that tbe Union army was a congre- 
gation of bandits, and its leaders nothing 
mote than barbarians of the very lowest 
order. To overcome this new vision of the 
Bonthem people, through whose country Gen. 
Rousseau had passed, and farther to mislead 
them, the Southern papers, while admitting 
tbe kindness of the Federal troops, are con- 
temptible enough to apply tbe grossest mo- 
tives for tbe high-minded coarse parsned by 
those who bore our banners. 

It there is any one south of Mason and Dix- 
on’s line so eaten np witb prejudice or tinct- 
ured witb secession as to accept such a dirty 
attempt to gull and hoodwink the human 
mind, be, or she, ought to be stripped, by tbe 
interposition of Providence, of their reasoning 
faculties, and made to wauder through life as 
gibbering apes or idiots. ThatQen. Rousseau 
indefinitely postponed a work of destruction, 
which he could have as well performed in 
traneitu as not, for the mere purpose of leaving 
tbe work to the contingent advent of others, 
seems to be a statement so absurdly fallacious 
that the bitterest press of onr English enemies 
mnst see tbrongh tbe thin veil of deception 
which the Southern newspapers interpose be- 
fore their misguided people. 

The New York Times, in its issue of the 
8th insL, in an article headed "A Oontbast,” 
draws an elaborate comparison between Raus- 
sean, the Federal officer and gentleman, and 
McOansland, tue rebel General and brigand— 
the one saving by his personal exertions pri- 
vate property, sparing rebel hospitals and 
their supplies, preventing pillage, and control- 
ling the invading forces nnder bis command — 
the other turning half-naked women and 
babes from their flaming bouses, destroying 
chnrehes and hospitals, and violating all the 
acknowledged laws of civilized warfare. 

. In the same article we are glad to observe 
that the Times condemns the act of General 
Hunter in burning the house of the Governor 
^>f Virginia. Such an admission on the part 
ot the Times, a newspaper wherein mueh 
party bitterness has rankled, is an evidence 
that the Republican press is beginning some 
what to disarm itself of partisan prejudice, and 
to be governed by those high-toned principles 
of honor which a great nation should always 
follow, even in aggravated warfare. 

McCansIand and Rousseau will go upon tbe 
page of history together— the first as a cruel, 
vindictive barbarian — tbe latter as a humane, 
honorable, brave, and considerate chieftain. 

We might with great force draw another 
contrast for tbe public vie w. While R ousseau , 
a son of Kentucky, is in Alabama and Geor- 
gia, at the head of an expedition to destroy 
tbe enemy’s eommunicatioas, the sons of 
Alabama and Georgia are in Kentucky scat- 
tered about in different localities. While 
Ronssean in Alabama and Georgia protects wo- 
men and children, and preserves private prop- 



A New York contemporary — tbe Oom- 
mercial Advertiser we think, but we neglect- 
ed to credit the extract we clipped from its 
colnmns— points out two sets of motives, to- 
tally irreconcilable and cnntradictory, which 
influenced tbe financial action of tbe last s«s- 
slon of OoDgress. The attempt was made to 
procure a large revenue from customs payable 
in gold, and at the same time the protective 
features of tbe tariff laws have bad the effect 
to exclude foreign importation, and in fram- 
ing the Internal revenue law, which it was 
hoped would produce largely, luxuries were 
subjected to such an enormous tax that their 
use has been discontinned. The tax on cigars 
and their manufacture is particularly noticed; 
the excise rates have been made so very heavy 
that cigars have become truly luxuries which 
only the rich can enjoy, and instead of the ex- 
cise income increasing in the ratio of the in- 
crease of th# tax, the manufacture of cigars 
has virtually ceased. Oar contemporary says 
it understands that a number of prominent 
cigar manufacturers have discharged their 
hands and determined to do nothing for the 
present in the way of manufacturing, as they 
cannot afford to pay the exorbitant tax now 
levied upon their Industry. Here is one in- 
dustrial vocation already killed off by a stupid 
system of taxation. That the increase of the 
tax does not necessarily increase the revenue 
is a fact in political economy which onr statee- 
mea have yet to learn. That a tax may 
become so onerous that the parties who 
are to pay it will quit an industry which 
subjects them to it, is a fact made patent 
by our present experience. That low- 
ering a tax will frequently produce 
a larger revenue than inareasing it is so ab- 
struse a fact in political philosophy that we 
can hardly hope that onr legislators will com- 
prehend it until they have compelled ns to 
pass through every lamentable financial blan- 
der, and experienced all the suffering to which 
the nations of Europe were subjected before 
taxation became a system and political econ- 
omy a science. A tax upon sales would bs 
a unital tax, easily levied, easily collected, 
and not too bnrthensome upon any class In 
tbe community. But as such a tax offers bat 
‘little chance for extensive government patron- 
age, we fear it will be long before it will find 
favor witb politicians. 

|i&*The inquiry is frequently made as to 
whose duty it is tn affix the stamp on any 
document required by the Internal Revenue 
law to be stamped. Section 151 of tbe act 
of June 30, 1864, provides that 
—there shall be levied, collected, and paid 
for and in respect of the several instruments, 
matters, and things mentioned and described 
in the Schednle marked B, hsrennto annexed 
(which contains a list of the stamp dnties on 
all documents and papers) — * • • by any 
person or persons or party, who shall make, 
sign, or issue tbe same, or for whose benefit 
the same shall be made, signe 1, or issued, the 
several duties or sums of money eet down in 
figures against tbe same, respectively, or oth- 
erwise specified or set forth in the said 
Schednle. 

Tbe 158th section of tbe same law provides: 

That any person or persons who shall make, 
sign, or issue, or who shall cause to be made, 
signed, or issued, any instrument, document, 
or paper of any kind or description whatsoever 
• • • without the same being duly 

stamped, or having thereupon an adhesive 
stamp for denoting tbe duty chargeable 
tbereon, with intent to evade the provisions 
of this act, shall, for every such offence, forfeit 
the sum of two hundred dollars, and such in- 
strument, document, or paper, bill, draft, 
order, or note shall be deemed invalid and of 
no effect. 

It thus appears, nnder the provisions of tbe 
section first quoted above, that, it is a case 
for mutual agreement, or an agreement be- 
tween the parties about to issue and receive 
any “document or paper,” ss to which of them 
shall be to the expense of patting on the re- 
quired stamp; but, by the provisions of the 
section last quoted, it is made the im- 
perative duty of tbe party about to sign or 
issue such “document or paper” to see that 
tbe same is duly stamped, for, if he signs or 
issues it without being duly stamped, be is 
liable to a fine of two hundred dollars.

Latest from the Front.— We hare trni'- 
worthy intelligence from the front or near the 
front down to the close of the 14th inst. 

For several days prerions to this date, 
Wheeler was known to be preparing a large 
cavalry force at Covington. On Saturday^ 
the 13tb, his pickets had got np in the neigh- 
borhood of Marietta, and were incessantly 
skirmishing with onr men around that place. 

Early Sunday morning, a force of absnt 
1,000 rebels attacked a cattle guard of 400 
men in this vicinity, capturing the cattle. 
The most of the men escaped. 

Immediately afeer, a special train going np 
to Chattanooga discovered that the track be- 
tween Adairsville and Calhonn bad been torn 
np and fired. The track was repaired, and the 
train went on. Approaching Calhoun, it was 
discovered that the track had been torn np 
again. It was again repaired, and the train 
again passed on. At Resaca, it was reported 
that the enemy were going to Tilton, and that 
onr men there were busily fortifying. When 
the train reached Dalton, onr skirmishers 
were engaged, and the citizens in a state of 
great excitement. Shortly afterward, a flag 
of truce was sent to CoL Laibord, the com- 
mandant, demanding a surrender, to which 
demand the Colonel promptly returned a 
plucky answer in the negative. The rebel 
force was nnderstsod to be about 1,600 strong, 
commanded by Wheeler in person. A large 
body of troops by this time were on the way 
from Chattanooga to meet Wheeler, having 
been snmmoned by telegraph. 

Late Snnday evening, heavy cannonading 
was heard in the direction of Dalton, It was 
reported at Chattanooga Sunday night that 
the down train from that place had been cap- 
tured. The latest despatches from Chattanooga 
represent Col. Steedafln as perfectly confident 
that be could whip allsnch crowds as Wheel- 
er’s. The gallant Colonel, we are glad to 
Bay, is not a man given to gas. 

‘ This is the latest information from that re- 
gion; and it is authentic. 

From Henderson— The Town Deserted— 
Johnson’s Position. — A gentleman arrived in 
the city yesterday from down the river, hav- 
ing left Henderson on Monday evening. Ho 
reports that great excitement exists in that 
BCCtioN of the State and along the Ohio river. 
Henderson is almost entirely deserted by the 
citizens, and the once pleasant town wears a 
gloomy, desolate look. Johnson, with a large 
force, ranging from twelve to eighteen hun- 
dred men, was camped on the Fair Oronnds, 
near the city, and did not seem to be in a 
hurry about making an attack upon the place. 
He is growing stronger every day. It is re- 
potted, and currently believed, that detach- 
ments of rebel troops, probably sent across the 
Cumberland river by Woodward, are arriving 
almost every day, and reporting to the rebel 
commander for duty. It appears that 
Johnson had sufficient numbers at bis 
command to make a raid into Illinois, 
threaten Evansville, alarm the border, and re- 
tain an ample force in Kentucky, to present a 
hostile front to the troops defending Hender- 
son. If he is not speedily expelled from the 
State, the sixty men with whom be crossed 
the Cumberland river will have swelled into 
as nfkny hundreds. This is no wild presump- 
tion; for if within the space of two weeks he 
has been able to organize a force of say fif- 
teen bnndred men, what will be the resnlt of 
his labors it he is left nnmoleted for three 
weeks loeger? Reinforcements from the 
Booth side of the Cumberland, recruits from 
Kentucky and Indiana, and conscripts, if be is 
permitted to carry his bombastic proclamation 
into effect, will surety, in the time designated 
above, give to him an organized force of not 
less than six tbonaaad men. We are assured 
that be will soon be driven from the State, 
and we sincerely hope that the assurance may 
prove true. 

A Gallant Fight — Gcbrillas Ripclsed. 
Crittenden county, Ky., is overran by gueril- 
la bands, and the people are suffering much 
from their depredations. Forage has been 
taken in large quantities, and the finest horses 
have been stolen from the farmers. Un Sat- 
urday last, a guerilla force, estimated at three 
hundred men, made an attack neon the town 
of Salem, Livingston county, and were re- 
pulsed by thirty soldiers of the 48th Kentncky 
volunteers, detailed to garrison the place. It 
was a gallant little fight on the part of the 
Federals, and a disastrous repulse to the gue- 
rillas. The Union loss was several slightly 
wounded, one mortally, three killed, and four 
taken prisoners. Several horses were killed 
in the fight. The gnerilla loss was eight 
killed, and from ten to fifteen badly wounded. 
Quite a number were taken prisoners. Oor 
details of the fight are very meagre. We 
presume t'bat the guerilla force was a part of 
Johnson’s command. 



Colonel Bebry. — Colonel W. W. Berry, of 
the old LouUville Legion, passed throngh the 
city yesterday, having obtained a few days’ 
leave of absence to visit bis family, for the 
present Bojourniug at Springdale, Ohio. The 
Colonel is in perfect health, and looks every 
inch the gallant soldier that he has proved 
himself. No officer in the army has seen more 
bard service or done more to benefit his cosn- 
try than Colonel Berry. He has fkithfully 
Eerved bis Guvernment for three years, daring 
which petion he has been wonnded five times 
in battle. Such officers are deserving of the 
thanks of a grateful country. 

To Be Bent North op the Ohio River.- 
Eighty- seven deserters from the rebel army 
and fitly- one disloyal citizens from Georgia, 
Tennessee, and Alabama, were received in the 
city yesterday from the front. The deserters 
will take the oath of amnesty, and the citizens 
will be paroled and sent north of the Ohio 
river to remain during the war. Indiana’s 
popnlation is on a rapid increase, though the 
disloyal element from the South will not add 
much to the patriotic bearing of the State. 
We Ecsrcely know whether to congratulate or 
eympathize with our Hooeier friends. 

Gcebillab at Bbownseoro. — A party of 
thieving guerillas made a raid into Browns- 
bore, in Oldham county, on Monday night. 
Stores were broken open and robbed, and pri- 
vate residences plundred. We were naable to 
learn who was in command, or the amount of 
damage sustained by the citizens cf Browns- 
boro. One gentleman alone was robbed of 
$900 in money. 

•^"'Spititas Frnmenti Bonrhoniensis' 
npon the lable of a bottle which we received 
yesterday set us to philosophizing. Either 
the "Bonrbon” was remarkably fine, or the 
Latin inscription gave it age, Savor, and a 
classic gusto. We shall adhere to the medical 
advice, and take it in drams without being 
govetned by scroples. 

Capt. Metcalfe, who has for some time 
bad charge of Government river traasportation 
at this point, has been ordered to St. Lonis, to 
take charge of river and railroad traasportation 
there. Capt. Ernst, who has been at Mnn- 
fordville for some time, sneoeeds Capt. Met- 
calfe here. 

Theo. R. Davis, of Harper’s Weekly, 
and E. D. Westfall, of the Herald, arrived 
from the front last night. They represent 
. things to be in a highly flourishing condition 
there. Sherman, they say, is confident and 
eager, and so is his army.

jgy>From "'W. L. B.,” of tha'Olncinnali 
Times, who is just from the front of our forces 
near Atlanta, the Nashville Union of yesterday 
learns that np to 12 M. on Fiiday the 12lh 
there had teen no serious fightinv sines 
Augnst the Cth. Our Unea extended from 
near the Dccatnr Raiiroad, on the east, to a 
point on the south bank to the U toy crock, 
about two and a half miles from the Western 
and Maion Railroad. Schofield’s corps at the 
time he lefo held the extreme right, advanced 
from the Sandtown road. Movements were 
drifting to the right with the view of driving 
the rebels back and gaining posseesion of the 
road. The rebels were tenacionsly contesting 
every foot of ground. The rebels had evi- 
dently received some reinforcements, as Gen. 

S. D. Lee, formerly of the rebel cavalry, was 
known to have reached them with three 
brigades, though the reports of heavy 
reinforcements from Richmond are discred- 
ited. The advance of the two opposing 
armies were in very close proximity 
all along the line, and especially on the right, 
the belligerents were in striking distance. 
The rebels manifested a determination to op- 
pose any demonstration made by our forces 
toward either the city..of Atlanta or the rail- 
road. A vigorous movement was on foot 
when he left for the possession of the railroad, 
which would precipitate an engagement. The 
engagement of the 6tb of Angnst, of which 
we had only brief accoonts, was quite sharp 
and bloody. It took place near the Utoy 
creek, and was bronght oa by the advance of 
onr forces npon the rebel position. On the 
morning of the 6tb, General Schofield’s corps 
moved to the extreme right. General Hascall’s 
3d division having the right, and General Cox 
with ths 2d division bad the left The 14th 
corps moved across the Utoy creek, and occu- 
pied the ground held by these divisions. Gen- 
erals Uascall and Cox moved ont in excellent 
order throngh an open field, and entered a 
dense wood. Here they formed in line of 
battle, and encountered the rebel skirmishers, 
who were driven in and pnrsned by onr foress 
through the timber and across a glade skirting 
another old field. On the sonth side of this 
field there is another thick grove of timber 
and underbrush, the ground being sloping and 
very rough. Into this timber the rebels re- 
tired, onr forces still pursuing. A heavy 
skirmish line wasdeployed under Lieutenant- 
Colonel E. L. Mottley, of the 11th Kentncky. 
This lino was under severe fire for some time, 
when the first brigade. General Reily’s, came 
forward to the fight. The rebels were strongly 
posted behind field-works, the strength of 
which was probably concealed by the thick 
woods. The first brigade advanced immedi- 
ately np to the works, when the rebels poured 
a murderous fire right into their faces. Dis- 
charge now followed discharge, which sent 
death into the ranks of onr brave men. No 
bnman courage could stand this with- 
ering fire, and our brave regiments at length 
recoiled and gave way, leaving onr dead and 
severely wonnded in the hands of the enemy. 
Prodigies wore done by onr men. Our loss, 
confined principally to the first brigade, in 
killed and wonnded, was nearfiOO. The rebel 
loss, thongb considerable, was not so heavy. 
That night the rebels withdrew, and on the 
moiningef the 7ib the field-works were taken 
pocEsesion of. Heavy skirmishing continned 
tbreoghont that day. It was in;the advance 
line, at the head of his men, that Lientenant- 
Colonel Elstner, of the 50th Ohio, was killed. 
He we 3 killed nobly leading his men into the 
fight. 

Skirmishing, more or less, prevails all the 
time on some parts of onr line at the tront. 

Gcebillas in Tbihbli Codnty — WE erpoBT 
Robbed of $4,000.— On Snnday night last, 
twenty-five gneiillas, under the command of a 
man named Martin, who formerly was a good 
citizen of Shelby county, made their appear- 
ance on the Ohio river, in Trimble connty, 
at the month of Corn creek. Martin ap- 
peared to be desirous of having it generally 
understood that he was a Confederate officer, 
commanding Confederate troops, as he wore a 
neatly-fitting gray uniform, with the insignia 
of the rank of a rebel Captain. The scoun- 
drels under bis command were a worse-look- 
ing set of men than the “rag-tags,” we trust, 
of any army, and, therefore, Martin’s dashing 
uniform was simply a useless show of dress, 
for the first glamce was snfficient to convince 
toe people that his men were a gang of nnprin- 
cipled robbers and entthroats. Afeer halting 
a short time at the month of Corn creek, and 
viewing the shores of Indiana in the distance, 
the thieving gang started in the direction of 
Westport, moving down the river, and depre- 
dating npon every citizen residing on the road. 
He kept a few men in advance, who were 
diOESed in the Federal oniform, and calculated 
to deceive the people. Lieutenant Gillespie 
was riding leisurely Eilong the road, deceived 
by the Yankee blue, and made au easy pris- 
oner. They released him eifcer robbing him 
of $66 in money. They entered Westport, 
when the town was given up to wholesale 
plunder. Private residences were entered, 
and stores broken open and robbed in the 
most finished manner. The entire loss to foe 
people cf the village will not fall short of 
$4,000. Mr. Oliver Kirkpatrick had $1,500 in 
money tEffien from him. The wretches were 
devoid of honor, and perfectly lost to the most 
common trai's of hnmanity. They entered 
the residence of Mr. E. P. Johnson, a feeblo 
old man, and robbed him of his parse, con- 
taining $45, in the presence of his dying child. 
They were well mounted, Emd appeared to 
care nothing for barse flesh, as bat very few 
animals were stolen along the road. They 
seemed to have an eye more to the accumnla- 
tion of watches and money than anything 
elec. We have hoard nothing of their move- 
ments since Snnday night. 

The Gdebilla Captain Dipobsteb — A na- 
tive Kentuckian, formerly a resident of Bards- 
town, now serving in theUnhed Slates Navy, 
writes to ns that onr brief sketch of the gue- 
rilla Captain Dnpaster is incorreot. In the 
first place, we spelled the name wrong; it is 
Deporster, not Duposter. He is not a French- 
man by birth, having first seen the light uf 
heaven in the State of Maine. His father 
moved to Ballard county, Kentucky, in 1855. 
Our correspondent and young Deporster for 
several years attended the same school, and 
became very intimate. When serving as a 
rebel soldier, at Fort Donelson, it was as a 
member of Col. Tbompeon’s- Gen. Tilgt- 
man’s old regiment. The other gnerilla con- 
nected with Deporster, and who signs bis 
name as Captain Bryant, is a resident of 
Hopkinsvillo, a mere boy, not msre thEui 
twenty years of age. The precious conplr, 
who aspire to the honors, if not to the emol- 
umenta of guerilla Captains. have 
sadly degenerated from their school-bay days, 
and Eure now candidates for the gallows, not 
to speak of the great Hereafter. We assure 
them that they ate welcome to all the hon- 
ors (?) they may win as leaders of a desperado 
gang. We cannotspeak with equal assurance 
in regard to the emolnmente acquired, eis 
they are by the sacking of defencelesa towns, 
the plnndering of peaceable homes, and the 
robbing of unarmed citizens on the open 
highway. They have been successful in their 
career of crime, but the point mast soon bo 
reached when success will fEtih Fair days 
may succeed each other for a protracted 
period, yet clouds will gather to obscure the 
bright sunshine, and then the storm is the more 
terrible in proportion to the protracted quiet. 
When Deporster shall be taken, there wiU not 
be a single act to plead in bis favor, while 
from every side the accusing hand will be 
raised to point to his many atrocities, and 
combine to make more certain, dark, and 
cbeetltss bis fate. 



Trade RiorLATioNS.— -Secretary Fessen- 
den’s new regulations concerning trade with 
insurrectionary States are to be carried into 
effect by a general agent, anperrising spe ^ 1 
fgents, assistant special agents, local special 
agents, agency aids, officers of the customs 
department, designitel by the Ssoretar/, aid 
superintendents of frceicer, and, by ordir o'. 
the PrtEident, the army and navy are ti as- 
sist, as much os consistent, in enforcing them 
under the new regulations. The States in in- 
surrection are divided into seven special 
agencies, new districts to bo established P 
may become necessary. The usual permits, 
certificates, and clearances are necessary for 
the transportatioa of goods into insurrectloa- 
ery States. The number of places where such 
permits may be obtained has been increased, 
so as to include New York and Boston, 'The 
snperiutending special agents and military 
commanders will decide to what points goods 
may be sent. Commercial interconrse with 
persons beyond onr actaal military lines is 
strictly prohibited. AU applicants for permis- 
sion to establish supply stores at points ap- 
proved as above, must certify that they are, 
and have been, and will be, loyal men. 
When permission in this matter is granted, a 
bond most be given. Some articles may be 
sent to military posts without compliance 
with th e terms of the special regnlations 
— bntUr, eggs, frni s, ice, vegetables, cosd, 
wood, beef, cattle, hogs, and household goods 
of families meving. They can be disposed of, 
however, only according to the regulations. 
The rules in regerd to sutlers are particnlarly 
suict. When any officer charged with the 
exccutioo of the laws on commercial inter- 
course shall discover within his department 
goods which are in danger of being trans- 
ported to the iosargents, be may require a 
bond of the owner that sneh goods shall net 
be nsed to aid the rebels, and if sneb bond is 
not given the goods may be seized. Tnis 
regnlation, it is understood, does not apply 
alone to goods offered for shipment, bat to 
property here or ant/vhere, so that custom- 
bonse officers may cause a seizure to be made 
of any goods liable to reach the insurgents, 
having satisfactory information that they are 
thus “liable,” or the owners may be placed 
under bond. Permits and clearances to block- 
aded ports are to be granted only by the Sec- 
retary of War; bat onr Ocnsnls may give li- 
censes to vessels clearing for re-opened parts, 
nnder certain restrictions, violation of which 
entails forfeiture of vessel and cargo. Loyal 
persems in rebel States, within our military 
lines, may send, after making certain affida- 
vits, their produce to market. These regnla- 
tioDS snpersede and revoke all others. 

Nrw Books.— Dick & Fitzgerald, of New 
York, have pnblisbed a very ussfnl book en- 
titled the- “Finger Post to Public Business.” 
It contains forms for orgauiziug and conduct- 
ing pnbiic meetings, societies, clubs, and oth- 
er associations, with rules of order, and gives 
bints for arranging pablic celebrations, din- 
ners, barbocnes, with models of constitntions 
for ail elubs or societies in which men get 
together for instrnction, pleasure, exercise, or 
political advancement. It gives, too, the laws 
regulating all manly sports, such as regattv, 
cricket, beseball, shinny, and football; rales 
for public speaking and specimens of oratory, 
in fact it treats of everything imaginable to 
man’s gregariens nature, and is a very val- 
nable work. The same pnbUshsrs have 
sent ns Brisbane’s “Golden RsEuly Reck- 
onei ’ and Pierce Egan’s novel “Imo- 
gone, or the Marble Heart” From W, A. 
Townsend, of New York, we have“MEm and 
his Relations,” by Dr. S. B. Brittan, illnstrat- 
ing the inflnence of the mind on the body, 
the relations of tho faonltieo to the organa and 
to the elements, objects, and phenomena of 
the external world. We have received these 
works throngh the attention of Mr. F. A 
Crump, who has them for sale in this city. 

Mr. Charles F. Bearing has laid on onr ta- 
ble the New National Tax Law of Jnne 30, 
1864, with Ein alphabetical snmmary of arti- 
cUs taxed, and the rates imposed, which is is- 
sued in the series of Beadle’s Dime books 
from official sonreea. 



Dnatb of Db. J. G. Keenon. — The Memphis 
Argus records the death of Snrgeon John Q. 
Keenon on Friday, after an illness of only 
two days. He was born in Frankfort, and 
was about thirty-eight years of age. The 
Argus says on the breaking ont of the war, 
espousing the Union cause, he volnnteered his 
services as a soldier, was accepted, and as- 
signed to dnty as Assigtant Surgeon in one of 
the regiments from Kentncky, with whom he 
went throngh the famous engagements of 
“Shiloh,” “Metamoias,” “Hatchie River,” 
and tho bard-contested siege of Corinth, ren- 
dering sneb valnable professional services as 
insured him bis full grade as Surgeon of vol- 
unteers and the medical directorship of the 
I6'.h army corps. From this position be was 
snbsequently promoted to the more onerous 
and bnrdcneoLie one of surgeon in charge cf 
the Adams United States General Hospi’at in 
M’.mpbis, where for the past eighteen months 
be has diecharged all the duties devolving 
upon him in a way to cnhanca him in the et- 
t’.mation of hie brothers of the profeecion ia 
and ont of the service. One who has known 
him lorg and intimately describes Surgeon 
Keenon as in life a “zealons, faithful, audeffi- 
c.ont officer,” with a heart ever open and gen- 
erous, and moved by the kindliest sympathies 
for the most bumble as the highest of his sick 
or wounded fellow soldiers. His remains will 
be Eent to our State for interment. 



Tobacco. — M essrs. Spratt & Co. sold yester- 
day two crops of tobacco at very high fig- 
ures. One crop of nine hogsheads averaged, 
ronn’d, lugs and leaf, Jifiy dollari and fifty-five 
cents per 100 lbs. It was grown by Mr. J. S. 
Tomlinson, of Ballard connty. The other 
crop of four hogsheads mode an average of 
forty- four dollart and tizty cents per 100 lbs., 
and wag grown by Mr. W. H. Beeves of the 
Bime county. These tobaccos were purchased 
by our eld friend Spalding, Capt. Thempson, 
and Mr. Meadows, of this city.

Rebel Prisoners. — Yesterday, ten rebe 
cemmissionod officers were sent trom the 
UilitEuy Ptiaon in this city to Johnson's 
Island. Two hundred and three enlisted men, 
rebel prisoners of war, were transferred to 
CEurp Chase. H. B. Haynie, Surgeon of the 
9th rebel Tennesse cavalry, who was captured 
at Mt. Sterling, Ky., on the 9ih day of last 
Jane, and Alfred B. Deloach, Assistant Sur- 
geon of Stewart’s battalion, who was made a 
prisoner in Lawrence connty, Alabama, on 
the 10th instant, were yesterday sent to Camp 
Chase for disposal. Capt. Jones, of this city, 
has received instructions to transfer all snr- 
geons of the rebel army to Camp Chase. He 
is not advised as to what disposition will be 
made of them there, bnt presumes that they 
will be forwEirded into Confederate lines.

Wasbikotoh, Angnst 16. 
Secretary Stanton, in a despatch to General 
Dix, eaya that tbe GoTernment has received 
an official report of the surrender of Fort 
Gaines, and the abandonment of Fort Powell, 
from Gen. Canby. Fort Gaines surrendered 
unconditionally, with .’>6 officers and 818 men, 
an armament ot 26 guns, and provisions for 
12 months. Tbe garrison ef Fort Powell es- 
caped. Tbe armament of Fort Powell, 18 
gnus, is fit for immediate use. Gen. Granger 
will immediately invest Fort Morgan, and 
will garrison Forts Gaines and Powell. 

A telegram bas been received from General 
Sheridan, dated tbe 14th, at Cedar Creek 
Ridge. Except Uosby’s and Wbitn’s gneril- 
las, tbe enemy have all left. Sheridan, in a 
previous despatch, says tbe stories of plnnder 
taken from Maryland by the rebels ia ham- 
bug. 

The War Department has received an unof- 
ficial report that movements were being 
mode yesternay in front of Peteiabarg, bat, 
owing to tbe lines being down, no telegram 
bas been received from headquarters. Weare 
also withcui any intelligence trom Atlanta. 

Baltixobb, Angnst 16. 
Tbe following news ia published in the 
evening edition of the American: 

Bermuda Hundred, Auguet 16 — Yesterday, 
tbe 2d corps ( Hancock’s) were going on to 
tran^orts at City Point ail day, apparently 
for Washington, and started down the river, 
their bands playing gayly. Uf coarse the reb- 
els were watching irom the shore, and no 
iubt felt mnch interest in the movement. 
Tbe transports did certainly go down the river 
for ten miles or more, when, however, they 
pat abont, and returned under cover of thie 
darkness, coming np by this plsme nnder fall 
speed at 10 P. M., and proceeded tip the river. 
At the same time, the 10:h corps, wi.h 
the artillery belonging to the 2d corps, 
were crossing to the north side of James 
river, and were all landed within twelve miles 
of Richmond before three o’clock this more • 
leg. This force, with Gen. Foster's, makes 
quite a respectable army. It is understood 
their first move will bs to destroy, if possible, 
the rebel pontoon bridges above Fort Dsr- 
iing. If this is done, Lee will be nnable to 
transfer bis army to the north side, withonl 
marching via Manchester, more than twenty 
miles, 'fhas far all works well. 

Musketry firing was heard in tbe direction 
of this movement this morning. There was 
but little hard fighting done. Hancock ac 
ccmplisbed bis end by skilful mancenvting 
and a surprise, and consequently our loss was 
small, it being 'estimated at less than 100. 
Onr troops have now gained an imporiant pc- 
siiioB within two miles of Fort Darling. 

Washinotob, August 16. 
The mailboat Reyport reports a movement 
of the 2d corps up the J ames river on Satur- 
day night, cesnlling in the routing of a large 
rebel force at Dntcn Gap and tbe capture of 
over five bnndred prisoners, besides seven 
pieces of art illery . Tbe position occupied by 
the enemy is said to have been a strong one, 
and is now occupied by our troops, who are 
able to bold it. The Keyi>ort took down from 
Beimuda Hundred to Fortress Monroe over 
one hundred prisoners from this fight, about 
forty of whom claim to be deserters. 

Nxw Yobs, August 16.

S^The extraordinary Yelverton divorce 
case, which has been befero the public six 
years in some form or other, was decided in 
the Honse of Lords on the 27tb, on appeal 
from the Court of Session of Scotland. A bet- 
ter illustration of “tbe glorious nneertainty of 
the law” could not be fonnd than this same 
case. The peers who heard the appeal were 
five, namely, the Lord Chartceilor, Lord 
Brougham, Lord Wensleydale (formerly Be 
ron Parke), Lord Chelmsford, and Lord 
Kingedown. Tho first two were in favor of 
Mirs Longworth (or rather Mrs, Yolver- 
ton), the third was in doabf, the last 
two were for Major Yelverton. Bat 
on the day cf dtliveritg judgment, Lord 
Brongham was absent, and Lord Wens- 
lejdale * had been gained over to the 
Major’s side, so that the Lord Chancel- 
lor constituted a minority of one. The un. 
fortunate lady received the decision which 
declares her not to be the wife of Yelverton 
with the utmost agony. A series of fainting 
fits ensued, from which she was with diffi- 
culty recovered. A more monstrous j amble 
of laws was never heard of. Mies Longworth 
was pronounced Major Yelvertoa’s wife by a 
jury in Ireland, and the verdict was affirmed 
on appeal by the Irisbjndgea. In Scotland it 
was originally decided that she was not his 
wife; then on appeal to the Oenrt cf Session 
that ehe wes bis wife; end now, on appeal to 
the Honse of Lords, that she is not his wife. 
But tbe question is not settled yet; for it 
s'cms there is still an appeal left to the laws 
of Scotland^ 

wr General Carrington has issued the fsl 
lowing order: 

Tbe daily demonstration by gnerilla parties 
npon the border, and the constant smnggling 
of arms and ammunition lo rebels, requiring 
immediate action, the following instrnc'ions 
are enjoined upon all commandants erf posts 
and all patrolling parties along the Ohio river: 

1. No armed citizens, whether for banting 
pnrpcses or otherwise, will cross the Ohio 
river into Kentncky without a proper permit, 
and all attempting to do so will bs arrested 
and reported at these headquarters for exami- 
nation or trial. 

2. All armed men crossing from Kentncky 
into Indians, unless United States soldiers, 
nnder a commissioned officer, and in the line 
of duty, will be arrested and reported at the 
nearest post for examination or trial; and any 

guerillas so crossing, aad disgnised in Fed- 
eral aniform, will be summarily dealt with by 
military commission. 

3. All persons or parties so crossing, and en- 
gaged in plundering, horse-stealing, or other 
offences against the pnbiic peace, and all per- 
sons whomsoever, crossing, by fords or skiff-, 
who do not give satisfactory acconnt of them- 
selves will be arrested and reported to tbe 
nearest post commander. 

4. All rebel deserters who have been sent 
north of the Ohio river, n^on taking the oath 
ot allegiance, and whs violate the same by 
avowed sympuiby with tbe rebel cause or oth- 
erwise, will ue arrested and sent to these bead- 
qnar'.ere. 

5 Hereafter all such persons will report 
their names, antecedent history, and proposed 
residence, to the nearest Provest Marshal, who 
will make return to tbe Acting Assistant 
Provost Marshal General at Indianap jlis, and 
offenci s afterwards committed by them will 
b- dealt with es before indicated. 

6. Cummaudauts of posts are ordered, and 
Provost Marshals, Sheriffs, OCteers of tbe 
Legion, and Jnsticee of the Peace, are au- 
thorized and requested to carry into imme- 
diate and vigorous effect the provisions of this 
order, tarnishing in each cose the names and 
residences ot witnesaes and an abstract of 
facts. 

7. Paragraphs 4, 5, and 6 being of general 
import, will be regarded thronghont the 
Diotrict. 

8. Commandants of troops on the bsrd<-r 
will co-operate inliy with Unitod States forces 
south of the Ohio river, and will unite wica 
them in pnisning and exterminating tbe 
gnerilla bands that infest its shores.

MOUNT KFARSATt't'P AND ITS TRAD'- 
TIONS. 

A 8IOBT OV A nEAH HCMT. 

To the £diior$ of the y. V. Poet: 

Tt W8S a hauav in«' ira*ion tli-;f gave tb 
name of Kcaraarge to.ouc of the in st beautiful 
acd fortunate of our rbips of war. The ap 
rropriatenesp of the name was from the ilr f 
apparent to those who, like the wri er, hav 
teen familiar with the old m-'antriu from 
e*rlie. t recollection. It is, ar lately sU'oii, 
situated very near the ccnt'.r of t'je ‘ Grauila 
State,” and stands there low, a solid grauile 
cone, high abo' c the many surrounding hills. 

In a courtry where ail is bill and valley, for a I 
the world as if it was ths great heart of tbu. 
hard old Stale. It is not ‘'between ths towns 
of Salitbnrj and Sutton, ’ but partly in th.se 
tow rs, and partly in the towns of Andover, 
Wi'nict, Niw London, and Warner. Th- 
mountcin is great as well as hard. It is rich 
in saseciation, tradition, and staiy, but rich 
above all in the character of the population 
which lives and grows about and upon the sides 
of this, lo me, ths meet beanti‘‘ul of all the 
monntairs of my nativs Stats. Lika the land 
they inhabit, though kind, honest, generous, 
even patriotic, they s.“c, in one sense, very hard. 
They are a rae c not casilyconquerei I know 
them well, and know this to be true. And 
when Kearsarge was first annoanced as the 
name of the new ship, it seemed like an ap- 
propriate recognition of and oompUment to 
this lost quality of its hardy soas. 

It has been thought that at this lime, when 
so much interest attaches to this beautiful 
name, that the following story (the substanre 
of which was published in the Mew Ilampshi.'S 
Patriot about 1838, the time when the occur- 
rence it relates took place) illustrative of this 
charactei istic of these moautaiueers, may be 
rsad with interest. That the story is true, the 
writer of this has bad abuodai.t erideuct from 
a personal inspection of the scars rssalting from 
the wounds reerived in tke battle, and frsm 
the possession, by a member of his own family, 
of the pelt of the nrifortunats enimel that in a 
luokkss day engaged in a tuad-to-hand fight 
with John Chent y. 

The boys and the men of my native State are 
all hunters. Tbs former are almost nnifarmly 
“good shots” quits ca’-ly in life, and men lo-e 
their love of exercinag tbsir skill whan they 
grow older, and ths app.’arence or supposed 
prerence of any animal m their ncighburhoed 
larger than a gray squirrel or par ridge, be- 
comes a cause of no little excitement. 
such visitor was supposed to be in the town of 
Orange, N. H., in the summer of 1828, be- 
cause of lbs large number of sheep found dead 
in the psstures, killed by soma savage beast. 

It was declared lo bo a wolf, and that this 
must be destroyed. In order to do this the 
town was surrounded by armed citiaens, whosa 
plan was to gradually costract their lines, 
Bcmcthing after the plan of the modern "ana- 
conda,” till whatever of game might bo cu- 
closcdjshould be driven to the cen re of the 
diminished circle, and there it could easily be 
destroyed. In the number the wolf was ex- 
pc(t(d to be. In the progress of the contrac- 
tion of the lines the dogs, which made part of 
the force, gave sigrs at ihe mouth of a cave 
which extended under a ledge of rock, that 
teimeiLing was su'-pce'ed of b-.ing concealed 
there, and the conclusion was easy and quick 
that that something was the wolf. Up ■ this 
the men and the dogs proceeded tojsuch demon- 
strations as it was supposed would induce the 
monster to come out. And they were not mis- 
taken The only mis'ake was that it was not 
a wolf, but a black bear, declared by those who 
had the rearcst opportui.ity for observatiou to 
bo a very large beur. Whether it was thn dis- 
appointment at seeing a bear iistead of a wolf, 
or whether it was that pec uliarly paralyzing 
surprise that 'sometimes momentarily aud un- 
accountably overcomes evea stout-hezi'tcd buu- 
ters when they ms. t larger game than th- y are 
juit then thinking of, or whether the extraor- 
dinary sixo of tbe hear imp'essed them in a 
manner which some persons thiuk iudica'.ive of 
weakness, certain it is the Iwast passed off 
scatheless beiwi en two rauks of men, each of 
wbom held in hU hand a weapon loaded — but 
only for a wolf. Tki y sa’d the bear was very 
large. They were much l.ughed at. Some 
persons thought that tbe facts proved that they 
were scared, and among thesoiwas JohnCheucv, 
of the town of Su ton, N. H. 

In the month of October folio witig this wol 
hunt, John and bis brother, with ineir little 
enr, went eut on that side of Kearsarge 'which 
lies in the town Suitcn, to hunt and shout 
partridges, as they aiecull-d, but which are 
really a variety of groure. The method of the 
bunt then prsciissd is, to trust the dog to find 
the game and scare it into a tree, and then so 
to fix' the attention of the bird by cnn.tant 
barking, as to allow the approach of the hunter 
unperceived by the bird, which thus fills an 
easy prey to the combined skill of dog and 
man. Cheney’s dog barked in the course of 
tbe hunt, which is received by the bun cr as 
an indicat on that he has driven his bird into a 
tiee, and there he barked and waited the ap- 
pearance of bis ma.ster, who did not fail to 
quickly reaper d to tbe call. But this time it 
was no partridge. It was no common grouse. 
In an excavation of the earih caused a, the up- 
turning by the r-' ots of a hnge t'O'S, sat a large 
black bear I This was a surprise, but it was 
net a scare. The occasion was too imporcaot, 
however, to he pa-«cd without a “conucil of 
war.” In tlis cose the result ncg-tivel the 
proverb that “councils of war never figh’.” 
The Cheneys delei mined to give battle. But 
like wise soldiers they carefully considered their 
means of aggressive and defensive warfare as 
againstihccnemy before them. 

These were fonnd to con'.i.-t of one common 
shot fowling gun, of single barrel, wito a4oI- 
crable supply of powder, ai.d tba size of shot 
nsed fi r shooting partridges One small car 
dog, 'and two men, one of them, John, as the 
writer knows from personal acquaintaneo, of 
raiber less than medium size, withouch wcaoons 
as nature's God gave ihtm, viz., their fi.sts, 
their fee', and t' eir teeth. And with thes i 
the two broihers determ ned to give battle. 
This they proceeded ta initia c in the following 
mrnner: They uoubled the quaurity of shot in 

their sun, and at a very “short range,” pou ed 
the whole in'o the side of ihe bear, while his 
in'enst was ijiiefly bts'owed on the little dog, 
he being up to this tiir.e t‘.e mo.st noisy of his 
new acquaintances But the discharge of the 
iziuskC't changed all this and routed him te a 
fudden and -w ratbful sortie from his qumt an l 
hitherto [caceful hole. lie gave a fearful and 
angry growl as he came out, end inasie direct 
for our friend John, cviJcmly intending to 
show him tafore the dose of their aequalnt- 
ante what he thought of sni'b ino r.bircnce wi:h 
his prossriptive rights and privi'eges. 

This bear was really large — ho wss very 
larcc — tie steel-ys-rds dcchl-.d that. Hew is 
M) l.-rge that John at once recognized iu him 
the liis'orieal cbaracti.r of 'ho Orange Hunt, 
and all his oivn ft e was at once in a blaze 
He thought his n> ighbors of Orange were 
sezrad. Ho wss not. Thought was quick, 
but so was the bear, and on he eamo, his hugs 
jaws wide open, and his great white te-th loa 
a) parent for cenifoit or assurance, and iu the 
act of a direct assault on bis Itttle antagonist, 
he wav foiled in a manner h* had not ealcn- 
ia cd on, and which probably as'onishod and 
disci net rlcd him. 

As the bear was ju't about to close in on his 
foe the actitc lit le man sprang suddenly to 
one side, and theil to 'hi rear of his enciny/^ 
seizing him by the bind leg with both his 
hands, and *t the same time uttering the 
most pO'itivc a-suranccs that he had “none of 
the Orange boys to deal with.” Neither this 
new mode of attack by “flank and rear,” nor 
the assuiatice seemed aareeable to Bruin, fur 
be at once sec about doing his be-t to get 
away. He ran flown the side of the moun- 
tain, over rocks, brush, logs, knots, sticks, 
stumps, and whatever of rough ihera was on 
the bide of this rough old peak, till he was 
tired of it. John, in the meantime, kept his 
hold on the leg, and k^pt up the repeated as- 
surances, and, it is said, even with curses, 
that be had “none of the Orange boys to deal 
with this time.” Notwithstanding, in his do- 
secnl, he was rapidly parting with his gar- 
ments, portions ot which could now be se-.-n 
hanging to bush and knot and tree, till that 
w bich remained to him of them were but a 
soiry spectacle. 

This wss continued for some time, till at 
last the bear's patience gave out. He would 
Hand this no longer. It was evidently a los- 
ing game, this running away from an enemy 
from wbom there was no escape. And now 
with increase of wrath he stopped — he turned 
on tbe pro.'trate ragged man, who evidently, 
whatever was true in some other respects, had 
tbe advai Cage of bis adversary iu that of ac- 
tivity. lie sprang to his feet, and when abo'at 
to be taken in that embrace by his foo, which, 
with those more civilized, is sometimes prac 
tited and re. eived as evidouce of the truest af- 
lection, be showed his niier want of apprecia- 
tion ot this demonstraticn on the part of his 
new acquain'anre from Orange by knocking 
him dewn with his fi t. And this he was so 
uncivil as to repeat several times, as often as 
he was threatened wi h the ‘hug,” till his lit- 
tle dog a.'pcarcd cn th^ scene and laid sharp 
held of bruix's heels wi<h h s teeth. 

This was too much. Two upon ono was 
evidently one too many, and so reireat was 
again reserud to, but with no better success 
ihtn before. John renewed his old attack. 
He caught the retrea ring beast again by the 
loa and again cried out no Orange boys, and 
again he was dragged down the mountdin s de 
as btfoie, till, probably from the same cous'd- 
crations as dcoined the termination ot tbe pre- 
vh US retreat, th.- b ar stopped. John sp'ang 
td his f.et a,.a'n, and again kuoekid bruin 
down. This, as Igjfore, he rep atxi. Bjl 
I new be was becoming exhauste i by ibis oxtra- 



o-dinary c urse c f battle. Tlis st ength wi« 
fail iig, w hile h's enemy s rill had a large sup- 
ply cf this ncee-sa-j cUmentof successful con- 
flict. And, as is like to be the case, superior 
ainngih began to show its value in protractor 
fight. The hear now had the best of it, and 
was not uaiisfied with moio embraces. He 
ihrew his adversary nptn the ground, and 
having it all his own wry, he proceeded tq, 
break bones and larerato flesh most cruelly. 
And hero would probably bare been the end 
of t! c pluckv liitle man had it not been for 
tie timely iulcri'ertnce of his brother, juit 
wht n bruin was best satisfied with the course 
tbe fight was taking. He had not fortakeo 
his friend m the strife. But the extraordi- 
nary progrejs of the two combatants down ths 
side of the mountain bad been so rapid as, np 
to this time, he had been left qulta behind and 
out of the calculations of both. Now he came 
np, armed with the empty gun, with which he 
proceeded to give sneh blows over the sensitiva 
snout of the ugly beast as soon brought him 
to terms. With this slight weapon ha actu- 
ally “knocked out the brains” of the bear. 

There was now opportunity to look over the 
battle-field and afcertaio the extent of dam- 
ages to the parties engaged. John was found 
with the bone of his right arm broken above 
Ihe elbow, azd the flesh of this part much lo- 
aeiated by the teeth of his euemy. He was 
teso bitten through the right thigh, the flesh 
of w hich was also badly tom. 

These, with the many bruises received, la 
his rapid descent, were the turn of his personal 
injuries; bat his clothes] it may well bo doubt- 
ed whether their parts were evar|all seen again. 
There was but one trophy ef the fight — the 
body of tbe vanquished; and it gives pleasure 
to tbe writer to be able to add that this was 
found — flesh and hide, of suffleient value to 
pay the surgeon's fees for his attendance of the 
broken bones and wonnds, and that for the.se 
services it was received. It weighed between 
four and five hundred ponnds, as was ascer- 
tained by actual weight, and became the prop- 
erty of Dr. Henry Lyman, of Warren, N. H., 
formerly a snrgcan in the United States army 
in the war of 1813, who, as has been sta'-ed, 
was a near relative of the writer. In the year 
1830, while in the town of Sutton fur sporting 
purposes, the writer made inquiries of the in- 
habitants as to the truth of this story, which 
they all conflrmtd as a matter of which they 
had knowledge, aud of which they were evi- 
dently not a little proud. They were at tbe 
trouble to find John Cheney and introdnen 
him, and it was from bis mouth that, substan- 
tially, the above story was received. He also 
exhibited his scars on his arm and leg with ev- 
ident satisfaction; nod to tbe inquiry what he 
now, in the light of his experience, thought of 
such fights, swore that he “would do the same 
thing again if bo ever got the chancel” Hit 
neighbors approved highly of this, and seemed 
to have no dnubts that ho would be eriually 
successful in a second encoun'er. 

John Cheney was probably no more brave 
and not much more daring or rash than bis 
neighbors. He wss a good representative of 
the race who then and now have homes on the 
sides of this hard old "mountain. Their lives 
are spent in conquering diffionlties, till at I-aet 
thoee arc no long* r perceived by them as such. 
They are so accustomed to succcs* that all 
their calcula ions arc based on this, aud they 
themsehesare rarely conquered. How many 
men like John Cheney would haro heel ne- 
cc8^ary on a late occasion to have saved the 
mansion of Governor Bradford from dcstrne- 
tion? Alas, for Maryland. In view of this 
charaett r of its inhabitants, what name more 
beautiful or appropriate for the ship that was 
to become hutoriczl, than Kearsarge?

— T hat this la a very iosl 
and wicked world, and that England ia abont 
tbe wickedest part of it, nobody, tbe Boston 
Poet lays, accostomed to peraaing the Lon- 
don newepapera can deny. Toe brood col- 
nmna of thoee stiff- backed, well aet np jour- 
nals, teem with the detailed reports of conju- 
gal infideliticB. Flagrant offancea against 
goad moral! are elaborated in a disguatingly 
toothsome way, which. In other conntric*, 
would make the proprietors obnoxions to tbe 
charge of obscene pnblicatioDS. Only a few 
months ago tbe world rang with their ao- 
founts of a charge brought againtl Lord Psl- 
mersten, which, It is more than whispered, 
WSJ settled by the payment of a large douceur 
to an easily mollified husband. The Wynd- 
bam case, where the wife of a wealthy com- 
moner became so infatuated with Ginglinl, 
the tenor singer, that she forgot all self-ro- 
spect, was for months the snbject of newspa- 
per comment Tbe Yelverton case, with Its 
episodes cf gentle blood and its amatory cor- 
respondence, still does service in the editorial 
way. It is not a great while sinoe the New 
York Hotel numbered among Its “guests” a 
very respectable-looking Baronet of a fine old 
race, and a vnlgar, red-faced, tawdrily dress- 
ed ertatnre, known by ths enphonious name 
if ' Skittles,” for whom be bad abandoned 
an onctslral home, a lovely wife, and several 
intereeting children. The Cockney penny-a- 
liners did fnll justice to this Bpeat. The 
Doited States were fully inforoM ^ Ihe 
status of tbe delinquent Baronet, Mtahbf the 
immoral attribntee of “Skittles." Th-jy be- 
came celebrated at once, of coorte, but, it was 
rumored, left New York city sooner than they 
bad intended. Englishmen must have more 
prurient tastes than other people, or their 
newspapers would not make such subjeota so 
prominent a fsatore. There are said to be re- 
porters in London who gain fabulcns salaries 
by their power in personal deBcriptions of 
laey defendants or middle-aged gen.lemac- 
like respondents. Their cleverness at the 
minntise of toilets and physiognomies is cer- 
taiiily marvellous. 

Tbe neblcmen of England, those whis- 
keced sit ells who part their hair in tbe middle, 
or charge with the six' handred at Balaclava, 
ES duty to eociety er conntry may demand, 
nsuaily become public characters by some 
sneb criminality as appeared in tbe cases we 
have instanced. They are mostly the Don 
Juans and Lotharios of English life, though 
bumble spheres occnsionally furnish sedneers 
and destroyers ot social happiness. The 
Earl ot Buchan, a name well known in Eu- 
repe, we observe is tbe last acknowledged 
culprit. Given to tbe turf acd borseflssh, he 
was er joying himself on a<recent race-course, 
hefting briskly, saluting his acquaintances 
aad making himself generally agreeable. To 
one married lady, a Mrs. Waldy, to wbom be 
had been introdneed, he paid esoecial atten- 
tion. Mrs. Waldy’s life seems to have been 
hitherto nncheckered. She bad had nothing 
mere nerions than a few “matrimonial squab- 
bles.” But, being weak and vain as wall as 
handseme, she listened to tbe voice of the 
noble Eiil, and torgot ber duty to God aud 
her husband. Fai hless to hir husband, sbe 
wee equally faithless to her lover, and a ra- 
proachful ltt'.er wiifusn by him was opened 
by tbe wrong perron, and fiaally found i's 
w..y into her tesband’s hands. He instituted 
a £uit at law. The Court recognized her 
moral turpitude, and, after some deliberatiou, 
asffSBed David Stuart Erskine Laid Oardross, 
ccmmonly culled Earl of Buchan, in £2 000 
dumapea. As Euglizhmon "love a lord” with 
quite as much passion ta English women, per- 
haps ?ir, Waldy’s feeling are in a measure 
assuaged by the pecuniary results of the trial, 
and the association of his tame with the no- 
bility. The Russian prince’s surprise at bear- 
ing his w ife complain of the Czai’s admiration 
ot her beauty, ia a feeling somewhat ander- 
sToed in England. 

As if. however, fo show how wide spread 
is conjngal nnhappiness in Great Britain, the 
same pap-er which gives the asconnt of Mrs. 
Waldy’s misdemeanor contains another di' 
voice trial. Mrs. Fanny Hopley, representing 
heiself to be eighteen and married toaschool- 
mes*er, begged the court to separate her from 
htr tuoband on the ground of crnelty. She 
stated that Mr. Hopley has kicked her in the 
back, spit in her face, stmek her, put her new- 
born child in a fish-hamper, acd npon one 
cicision hoped ehe would choke to death with 
a fish-bone wb’ch had lodged in her throa 
He also expressed himself anxious to beat 
out bet brains vrith a poker. Poor Fauny 
seems to have. bad an uncommonly uncom 
foitaWe time cf i', and it is no wonser she 
considers Mr. Hopley “no gentleman.” The 
court, however, required reflection befoi'e 
j'jdgirg Mr. Hopley from her standpoint. 

Both cf these cases, aad hundreds of others, 
show London to be sadly in need of moral 
aud roiigicus instructioa. The Duchess of 
Sutborland, and that aristocratic "moff,’ 
L -rd Shaftabury, shonld buckle to the work 
without delay, and leave B.rri-boola-gha to 
its sin ard aljeot moral misery, net 1 tm me- 
tropolis of England is purged of its adalter- 
e:e uud wifc-beateie.

Prauc Dibt —The pub’ic debt is now one 
billion ei.iht ' nntlrr-d atKitwenty s-veamU- 
lioos four bnndnd and ninety-two thousand 
one hundred and uiuety dollars au-d thirty-one 
cents. 

It ia wor'bv oV note that, i^ thrae vea"? 
aid fonr months of war cause a public debt of 
tbe amount of ours at present, at the same 
rate it would fake 1 833 years of war, or 
about lie duiaiiou of tbe Chiisliau era, to 
rrke a debt of one billion. 

These two paragraphs appeared ia onr 
morning edition of Tnesday fast, one on the 
first page, tbe other on the third. To tbe cas- 
ual observer the relative difference between 
the two statements ia so very apparent that 
ke, without inquiring more closely into the 
tacts, is ready to charge ns with inconsistency. 
Tbe word billion in Worcester ia thus defined 
by Gresnisaf: "According (a the French 
method of nnmaration in nse on the coflUnent 
of Europe and in the United States, a thoa- 
snnd millions or 1,OBO,000,000. According to 
the English method used in Great Britain aud 
the British Provinces, a million cf millions 
cr 1,000, 000, iCO, 000.” With this definiti-pn 
before ns, it is scarcely necessary for ns to 
state that one calculation was made according 
to the French method; the other by tbe Eng- 
lish, and, therefore, both ate correct and fnliy 
antboriied. 

We have no desire to mislead the pnbllo in 
regard to ths National debt, for assnredly it Is 
large enongh. "We published the two para- 
graphs merely as a cnrioiity of statistics. 
Both the Bogliih and French methods of nn- 
meration are in nse In the United States, 
though tbe preference Is given to the French 
system, and it is generally adopted by bnsi- 
ness men. In all onr standard works on 
mathematics, both systems are fnlly taught, 
and, ia giving the statements to Ihe pnblioon 
Tuesday, calcnlated according to rnles of the 
respective systems, we did not preenme that 
so many would qnestion onr motives. We 
felt confident that If they would recall their 
school-boy days, when they pondered over 
the problems in arithmetic, ths fact would 
appear plain to them that both statements 
were correct, and in accordance with talab- 
lished rules.
